I'he frigate Columbia and corveite John
Adams, employed im a cruise in the Indian
and China Seas, under Commodore Geo. C.
Reed, for the protection of the commerce of
the United States in that quarter, have ro-
turned home. The frigate Constellation and
sloop of war Boston, have recently sailed for
Rio de Janeiro, where they will replenish
their supplies, and receive Capt. Lawrence
Kearney, now in command of the flag ship
on the Brazilian station, who will hoist his
pendant on board the Constellation, as com-
mander of the East India squadron, and pro-
ceed with that vessel and the ‘Boston to carry
out his iustructions.

The Exploring Expedition, as stated in
my last report, was at Callao, whence Lieut.
Wilkes sailed on the 6th July, 1839. Since
that period he has visited the Society Islands,
Navigator’s, Group, New Zealand, and vari-
ous detached Islands, with whose inhabi-
tants he held the most amicable intercourse,
and with the ports and harbors of which he
made himself particularly acquainted. On
the 26th December, 1539, he left the port of
Syduey, in New Zealand, and proceceded to
penetrate the Atlantic sea. On the 19th of
January following, the Vincennes discovered
land io latitude 66. 2 south, longitude 154.
27 east, and had sounding in thirty fathoms
water. The same day the Peacock made a
similar discovery in latitude 66. 31, longitude
153. 40, and obtained soundings at a depth
of three hundred and twenty fathoms. Lieut.
W ilkes coasted along,this land, and had sight
of it at various times for a distance of eighteen
bundred miles, and has deoominated it the
Antartic Countinent. It is to be regretted,
however, that the vast masses of icc, with
which it is every where defended, preveuted
a nearer approach than fifteen miles, and ren-
dered it impossible to land. It 1s described
as presealing one vast mass of snow and ice,
apparently rising almost perpendicularly from
the sea, and will bly forever baffle the
efforts of man to its interior, or con-
vert it to any useful purpose.

I have also sufficient reason to be-
lieve that the modification of the navy ratiou,
which was proposed to Congress, but which
has not been definitely acted on, would, if
adopted, contribute naterially to attach our
seamen more permanently to the service; and
I take this occasion earnestly to request that
the early attention of Congress may be invit-
ed to the subject generally, as one of vital
importance to the well being of the navy.
The estimates which accompany this report
have been prepared with a due regard to
ecoaomy on one hand, and the protection of
the honor and interests of the United States
on the other. The number of vesscls now in
commission is fully equal to those employed
in preceeding years, and it is believed that
during the past year, neither the persons or
property of our citizens have any where suf-
fered outrage or wrong for want of due at-
teution in affording the means of protection
and redress.

assumption of the American flag, and do much
to relieve the nation from the unmerited
stigma of participating in a trade equally in
violation of the laws of the United States and
the policy of their government. From the re-
port of Lieuts. Bell and Paine it appcars that
the traffic in slaves is now carried on princi-
pally under Portuguese colors, through the
medium of slave stations, as they are denomi-
nated, established at different points of the
coast, under the protection of the neighboring
native chiefs, who furnish the slaves and re-
ceive in return goods manufactured in Eng-
land expressly for this purpose. Here the
slaves are collected until an opportunity offers
for the slaver to approach the land under cov-
er of night, and receive them on board. Both
officers are of opinion that so long as these
stations are permitted to exist, and this barter
carried on, all attempts effectuaily to arrest
the traffic in slaves will end in administering
ounly partial remedies, which will but aggra-
vate the disease. There can be little doubt
that the number of slaves transported from
Africa is now greater than it was previous to
the adoption of measures for its prevention
and punishment, which it would seem have
served Do other purpose than to excite Ehe
cupidity of unprincipled adventurers, by in-
creasiog the value of slaves, and thus present-
ing temptations which overpower all appre-
hension of consequences.

During the past year three small schooners,
the Flit, the Wave, and the Otsego, which
had been previousiy procured and employed
by the War Departinent, under the act mak-
ing appropriations for suppressing Indian hos-
tilities, approved 3d of l_ﬂurc.h, 1539, t}avmg
becn placed under the direction of this De-
partment, were employed on the coast of
Florida, under Lieut.
